Laurence Gilman moved that $34,700 be raised and appropriated 
for all forms of Insurance. Seconded by William Evans. Vote in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE #12: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Civil Defense.

ARTICLE #22: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Patriotic Purposes. 


Edward A. Clark moved that $750 be raised and appropriated for 
Patriotic Purposes. Seconded by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Vote in the affir- 
mative. 


ARTICLE #23: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Recreation. 


Philip Gravink moved that $6,055 be raised and appropriated for 
Recreation. Seconded by Roger Landry. David Mayhew moved that 
the amount be increased to include $1,275 for the Mustard Seed Sum- 
mer Youth Program. Seconded by Roger Stewart. O.J. Robinson 
moved that the amount be amended by $2,000 to inlcude funds for a 
summer recreation program to be held at the recreation area. 
Raymond Landry seconded. David Mayhew moved the question. 
Seconded by Murray Clark. Vote in the affirmative on David 
Mayhew’s motion. Vote on amendment to increase amount by 
$2,000 defeated. Vote on amendment to increase amount by $1,275 
in the affirmative with negative votes cast. Vote on original article in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #24: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the operation and maintenance of the Sewer 
Department. 


Laurence Gilman moved that $31,932 be raised and appropriated 
for the operation and maintenance of the Sewer Department. Sec- 
onded by Roger Landry. Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #25: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the operation and maintenance of the Water 
Department. 


David Thompson moved that $13,757 be raised and appropriated 
for the operation and maintenance of the Water Department. Sec- 
onded by Edward A. Clark. Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #26: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Cemeteries. 


Paul Beaudin, Sr. moved that $2,400 be raised and appropriated 
for Cemeteries. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. Vote in the affirma- 
tive. 
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ARTICLE #27: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Legal Expenses. 


Paul Beaudin, Sr. moved that $1,000 be raised and appropriated 
for Legal Expenses. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. Vote in the affir- 
mative. 


ARTICLE #28: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Advertising and Regional Associations. 


Edward A. Clark moved that $1,050 be raised and appropriated for 
Advertising and Regional Associations. Seconded by Michelle Gera- 
sin. Duncan Riley moved that the amount be increased by $500 for 
the Chamber of Commerce. Seconded by Michelle Gerasin. Vote to 
increase the amount by $500 for the Chamber of Commerce defeated. 
Division of house vote called. Vote to increase by $500 defeated by 
division of house. Vote on original motion in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #29: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Employee’s Retirement and Social Security. 


Paul Beaudin, Sr. moved that $15,500 be raised and appropriated 
for Employee’s Retirement and Social Security. Seconded by Helen 
Gilman. Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #30: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for a Contingency Fund. 


Earl Rannacher moved that $2,500 be raised and appropriated for a 
Contingency Fund. Seconded by Roland Bourassa. Vote in the afffir- 
mative. 


ARTICLE #31: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the payment of all Debt Retirement 
Schedules due during the ensuing year. 


Paul Beaudin, Sr. moved that $74,800 be raised and appropriated 
for the payment of all Debt Retirement Schedules due during the en- 
suing year. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #32: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of Fire Department Radios. 


Roger Landry moved that $7,109 be raised and appropriated for the 
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purchase of Fire Department Radios. Seconded by Arthur Duguay. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #33: Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase and installation of a new boiler 
and necessary equipment for the Town Building. 


Paul Beaudin, Sr. moved that $8,700 be raised and appropriated 
for the purchase and installation of a new boiler and necessary equip- 
ment for the Town Building. Seconded by Edward A. Clark. Vote in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #34: Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate an additional sum of twenty-three thousand ($23,000) for the 
purpose of study and design of sewerage and sewage treatment, such 
project to include $13,000 for Industrial Pretreatment Management 
Study and $10,000 for increase cost in designing treatment facilities 
which are requirements contained in the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C., 1251, et. seq.) and will qualify 
the Town for Federal funds; such sums to be generated as follows: 


Five thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars ($5,750) to be raised 
by general taxation, four thousand six hundred ($4,600) of which 
shall be reimbursed to the Town of Lincoln by the State of New 
Hampshire in accordance with RSA 149-B:1. 


Seventeen thousand two hundred and fifty dollars ($17,250) to be 
provided by the Federal Government under the Financial Assistance 
Program of the Construction Grants Section of Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act as amended (33 U.S.C., Sec. 1251, et. seq.). 


And further to allow the Selectmen to expend such monies as be- 
come available from the Federal Government under the Financial As- 
sistance Program of the Contruction Grants Section of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act as amended (33 U.S.C., Sec. 1251, et. 
seq.) and pass any vote relating thereto. 


So moved by Philip Gravink. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. Vote 
in the affirmataive. 


ARTICLE #35: Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $30,000 for the purpose of studing the hydropower potential of 
the East Branch of the Pemigewassett River, and will qualify the 
Town for Federal funds, such sums to be generated as follows: 
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$3,000 to be raised by general taxation and $27,000 to be provided by 
the Federal Government under the Department of Energy and to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend such monies as 
become available from the Federal Government and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


So moved by Helen Gilman. Seconded by Earl Rannacher. Vote in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #36: To see if the Town will vote to apropriate from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund and transfer to the general administration 
account $40,000 to be applied to the maintenance and administration 
of the Police Department. 


So moved by Roger Landry. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. Vote 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #37: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the 
Town by Tax Collector’s deed by public auction or advertised sealed 
bid or in such other manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice 
may require. 


So moved by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Seconded by Roland Bourassa. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #38: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, receive, and expend Federal or State grants, 
which may become available during the course of the year, and also to 
accept and expend money from any other governmental unit or pri- 
vate source to be used for purposes for which the Town may legally 
appropriate money; provided (1) that such grants and other monies do 
not require the expenditure of other town funds, (2) that a public hear- 
ing shall be held by the Selectmen prior to the receipt and expenditure 
of such grants and monies; and (3) that such items shall be exempt 
from all provisions of RSA 32 relative to the limitation and expendi- 
ture of Town monies, all as provided by RSA 31:95-b. 


So moved by David Thompson. Seconded by William Evans. Vote 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #39: To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
Representatives and Senators who represent the Town in the General 
Court, to support in the current session of the General Court, the con- 
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current resolution to amend the State Constitution to limit the annual 
increase in property taxes to five percent and to limit the annual in- 
crease in spending by the state or any city, town, or other governmen- 
tal unit of the state to five percent. 


So moved by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. 
Discussion followed. Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE #40: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


So moved by Laurence Gilman. Seconded by David Thompson. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #41:  Tosee if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the Selectmen to expend on the projects, and/or Debt Re- 
tirement Schedules voted in this warrant that may develop from 
monies paid in the Town by the State or Federal Government. 


So moved by Philip Gravink. Seconded by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Vote 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #42: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to select either the New Hampshire Department of Reve- 
nue Administration, Division of Municipal Services or a private 
accredited or professionally capable auditing firm to audit the Town 
of Lincoln’s books. 


So moved by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Seconded by Earl Rannacher. Vote 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #43: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to apply to budget items the interest received on taxes and 
deposits. 


So moved by Wallace Peltier. Seconded by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Vote 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #44: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for and expend any monies that may be forthcom- 
ing for the Federal Emergency Manpower or CETA programs. 


So moved by David Thompson. Seconded by Carmine Giangreco. 
Vote in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE #45: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen, until directed to the contrary at a subsequent Town Meet- 
ing, to apply, negotiate, and do all other things necessary to obtain 
such Federal, State, or other assistance as may be available for the im- 
provement and enlargement of the Municipal Water Systems, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of said as- 
sistance as outlined in N.H. RSA 33:7-B et. seq., as amended, and to 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


So moved by Paul Beaudin, Sr. Seconded by Laurence Gilman. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #46: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to take an option or options on any and all lands which 
may, in the opinion of the majority of the Board of Selectmen, be in 
the best interest to the Town of Lincoln and to do all things incidental 
thereto. 


So moved by Laurence Gilman. Seconded by David Thompson. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #47: Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not-to-exceed Two Hundred and Sixty Thousand Dollars 
($260,000) for the purpose of constructing improvements to the 
Municipal Water System including storage tanks, pumping stations 
and connecting mains, and other related facilities, such sum to be 
raised by the issuance of serial bonds under and in compliance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Act (Chapter 33 of the NH RSA and 
amendments thereto) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and 
to take such actions as may be necessary to effect the issurance, 
negotiation, sale, and delivery of such bonds, as shall be in the best 
interest of the Town of Lincoln, and further, to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply, negotiate, and do all other things necesasary to 
obtain such Federal, State or other financial assistance in the form of 
grants or loans as may be available, and to pass any vote thereto. 


Roger Stewart moved that at the conclusion of the meeting, the 
meeting be recessed to June 9, 1981 at 7:30 pm at Lin-Wood High 
School to act on Article #47 and only Article #47. Seconded by 
David Mayhew. Discussion followed. Vote in the affirmative.

TOWN OF LINCOLN BY-LAW 
RELATIVE TO WATER TAP FEES 


NOW COMES the TOWN OF LINCOLN, by its Selectmen, in ac- 
cordance with authority granted by Town Meeting held on March 9, 
1982, by affirmative Vote of Article 4 and set forth the following By- 
Law relative to water tap fees: 


I. PURPOSE 


The purpose of the water tap fee is to defray the cost of construc- 
tion, principal and interest payments on any debt incurred, manage- 
ment, maintenance, operation and repair of the Town’s water system. 


All new construction requiring the use of water from the Town’s 
water system shall be required to pay an initial one time tap fee, which 
shall thereafter entitle the user to tap into the water system. Any 
change of use of existing structures shall be considered new construc- 
tion under this by-law. 


If. POINT SYSTEM 


A point system will be used to try to make the tap fee proportional 
to the anticipated consumption of water. The dollar charge per point 
shall be set forth in Exhibit A, attached hereto and made a part hereof. 
The Selectmen shall assess points in accordance with the anticipated 
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consumption of each user. A minimum number of 6 points shall be as- 
sessed in each case. 


Except in unusual circumstances the following guidelines shall be 
used in assessing points: 


1. For Restaurants, the total seating capacity shall be multi- 
plied by .5 and for Bars, the total seating capacity shall be 
multiplied by .25 to determine the points to be assessed. Pro- 
vided, however, in the event the Restaurant or Bar utilizes 
disposable paper products rather than washable dishware, 
glassware, the number of assessed points shall be reduced by 
three-fifths. 


2. .75 points for each room and each bath of a Motel, Inn, 
Lodge, or Ski Lodge, Ski Club. 


3. At campsites providing hook-up for recreational vehicles 
and/or travel trailers, each such hook-up shall be multiplied 
by .5 to determine the points to be assessed. 


4. Additional sinks not included in baths or kitchens, .25 
points each. 


5. Commercial ice makers, 1 point each. 


6. Water fountains, water coolers, or water bubblers, .25 
points each. 


7. A half-bath consisting of one wash basin, and one toilet, 
1.5 points each. 


8. Each extra toilet or urinal in a half-bath area, an addi- 
tional .75 points. 


9. A single shower or a single tub, 1.5 points. 


10. Full baths, which include a shower or tub, a wash basin, 
and a toilet, 3 points. 


11. If a wash basin is located in a room directly adjacent to a 
shower, a tub, or a toilet, they shall be considered a full bath 
and shall be assessed three points. 


12. Kitchens, 2.5 points. 


13. Commercial launderies, 4 points per washer. 
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14. Residential laundry rough-ins, .5 points each. 


15. Outside water taps, or spigots, 1 point each. All resi- 
dences or commercial establishments shall be assessed for at 
least one outside water tap or spigot, even though there may 
in fact, be none present on the outside of the building. 


16. Swimming pools, 10 points each. 
17. Commercial car washing facilities, 20 points. 


18. Fire extinguishing systems, such as wet stand pipes, dry 
stand pipes, and sprinklers shall not be assessed at all, 
whether located in residential or commercial establishments. 


19. Take-out type restaurants, 12 points. 


20. Jacuzzis and hot tubs in a commercial establishment will 
each be assessed 6 points. Jacuzzis and hot tubs in a residen- 
tial establishment shall be assessed 2 points each. 


Ill. PROCEDURE, INSPECTION AND ADJUSTMENT 


Each owner must apply for and make advance payment of the water 
tap fee to the Selectmen before the Town will permit the owner to tap 
onto the Town Water System. 


Once the owner has completed construction, or conversion result- 
ing in a change of use the Town shall cause a physical inspection of 
the premises to be performed to determine the number of points to be 
assessed according to the provision of Article II above. Adjustment in 
the prepaid water tap fee shall be made at that time and in the event the 
points assessed result in a fee greater than the sum paid in advance, 
the property owner shall be responsible for paying such additional tap 
fee resulting from the Town’s inspection of his premises. 


Once the adjustments have been made to the original tap fee, even 
if the owner subsequently alters his property hereby theoretically re- 
ducing the number of points assessed at the time of the original hook- 
up, the Town shall not be responsible for any refund for the original 
tap fee paid by the owner or by his predecessor in title. 


IV. PENALTIES AND REMEDIES FOR NON-PAYMENT OF 
FEES 


In the event an owner fails or refuses to pay the water tap fee, such | 
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unpaid charges shall result in a lien on the subject property in accor- 
dance with State Law. Interest at the rate of 112% per month com- 
puted monthly (18% per year), shall be charged on all unpaid fees, 
and the owner shall be responsible for all costs of collection including 
_ reasonable attorney’s fees.

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REPORT OF THE LINCOLN POLICE DEPT. 


Another year has passed, and again it is time to report to the people 
on the activities of their police department. It was another progressive 
year for the department, with changes in faces, procedures, and prac- 
tices. Here are some highlights of 1981. 


In March the voters o.k.’ed funding for a fifth full time officer to 
provide security at the Village of Loon Mountain, and at Loon Moun- 
tain Recreation Area. This request came in light of an increase in the 
number of burglaries taking place at these areas, and because of the 
high value of these properties. By mid-April a candidate for the posi- 
tion had been located and hired, that being David Moser. Dave comes 
to us from the security department at Bretton Woods Ski Area. Since 
this full-time patrol has been instituted the number of burglaries has 
dropped significantly. 


In other personnel matters, Jeff Mayhew resigned his full-time 
position in mid-August to assume a position with the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice. He has remained with the department in a part-time status. Jeff 
was replaced by John Doveas. John previously served with the Mar- 
gate Florida Police Department. His background and experience in 
law enforcement is very strong, and he has proved to be a big asset to 
the department. In looking for a candidate for this position we looked 
at people that were already academy certified, as the cost of training 
an officer at the NH Police Academy is about $4,000. 


Two of our officers attended Part-Time Officer Certification Pro- 
grams. Rocky Jones attended one program last spring that was spon- 
sored by State Police Troop F. He successfully completed the pro- 
gram and was certified by the State as a part-time officer. This fall our 
department sponsored one of these programs. Dave Moser attended 
and passed with flying colors. Clif Dauphine attended this course as a 
refresher for the one he attended last year. We offered this program on 
a regional basis, and had officers from Orford, Piermont, Plymouth, 
Thornton, Franconia, Littleton, and Woodstock attending. The pro- 
gram was under the direction of Jeff Mayhew, who is an instructor for 
the NH Police Training Council. = 


During the year we continued to work with parents and the schools 
on the problem of drug and alcohol abuse. At the time the Drug 
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Paraphernalia Ban was passed at our last Town Meeting, the Town of 
Lincoln was one of only a handful of towns in the State, and the nation 
for that matter, to pass such an ordinance. Since, similar laws have 
been passed by our State Legislature, and also by the States of Maine 
and Massachusetts. 


While speaking of town ordinances, the police department is in 
support of the passage of both public drinking and loitering ordi- 
nances. These are needed to help rid the town of the large boisterous 
beer parties that have taken place on the streets. 


Again this year the department was involved with the bicycle regis- 
tration program, the annual Calendar Fund Raiser, Operation: Good 
Morning, and a Security Check Program. 


This year the number of accidents that we investigated was down 
from last year. For the second year in a row, we are sorry that we must 
report that one of these accidents involved a fatality. We were hoping 
to break our previous period for fatality free accidents, that being 412 
years. 


During our nightly door and window checks of the area businesses, 
our department found unsecure buildings 590 times, up about 97% 
from last year. Our nightly checks include some 63 businesses and 
building.

_ This year was the 11th year in which the department and the U.S. 
Forest Service, working under a cooperative agreement with the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture, provided police protection in the White Moun- 
tain National Forest. A little known fact has been brought to light this 
year, that being when Congress passed the law relating to cooperative 
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law enforcement agreements the Town of Lincoln was the first place 
in the country to benefit from it. 


The department extends its thanks to the members of the communi- 
ty, the Selectmen, and all others who have supported us throughout 
the past year. We look forward to the coming year and are most eager 
to help whenever possible.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
and account groups of the Town of Lincoln for the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1980 and have issued our report thereon dated January 15, 
1981. As a part of our examination, we reviewed and tested the 
Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we consid- 
ered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such 
evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining 
the nature, timing and extent of other auditing procedures that are 
necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. Such 
study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we be- 
lieve to be material weaknesses. 


internal Control 


Internal controls over virtually all accounting areas are weak. The 
majority of these weaknesses are caused by the lack of separation of 
incompatable accounting duties due to the small number of individu- 
als involved in the accounting function. Without the expansion of the 
accounting department, such separation of duties is not possible. 


Mailing of Vendor Checks 


Vendor checks are currently mailed out by the same individual who 
prepares the checks. To strengthen internal control at no additional 
expense, we recommend that the individual preparing vendor checks 
submit to the Treasurer not only the checks but also pre-addressed en- 
velopes to the Treasurer and that the Treasurer mail all checks. 


Cancellation of Paid Invoices 


Our tests disclosed that paid vendor invoices did not bear any dis- 
tinguishing marks that indicated the invoice was paid. It is recom- 
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mended that all invoices be effectively cancelled upon payment to 
avoid the possibility of duplicate payment. 


Other 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasona- 
ble, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets 
against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and the reliability 
of financial records for preparing financial statements and maintain- 
ing accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance 
recognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting control 
should not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes that the 
evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judg- 
ment by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in consid- 
ering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting 
control. In the performance of most control procedures, errors can re- 
sult from misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of judgment, 
carelessness or other personal factors. Control procedures whose ef- 
fectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be circumvented 
by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented in- 
tentionally by management with respect either to the execution and 
recording of transactions or with respect to the estimates and judg- 
ments required in the preparation of financial statments. Further, pro- 
jection of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future 
periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may become in- 
adequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of com- 
pliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal account- 
ing control for the year ended December 31, 1980, which was set 
forth in the first paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weak- 
nesses in the system. 


Several other areas while not material weaknesses in internal ac- 
counting control, merit your attention. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets 
As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the 


Town has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to 
adequately maintain control of its existing fixed assets, we recom- 
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mend the Town conduct an inventory of these assets as soon as is 
practical. As part of their long-term policies, Town officials should 
initiate fixed asset records. Cost or consideration given is the gener- 
ally accepted method for valuing fixed assets, and should be recorded 
on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documentation of cost is un- 
available for existing fixed assets, an estimate of original cost is an 
acceptable standard under accounting principles for governmental 
entities. 


Adequate guidelines for distinguishing between capital additions 
and “expense” type items should be established. The existence of 
fixed asset records will not only aid Town officials in their control of 
these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in long-range planning. 


District Court 


Our tests disclosed that payments to the Department of Safety and 
to the Treasurer, State of New Hampshire are not always being made 
on a timely basis. 


Under R.S.A. 262:35 “all fees, fines and forfeitures received by 
any person under the provisions of any laws of the state relative to the 
use and operation of motor vehicles, shall be paid to the director with- 
in 7 days after the receipt there of, . . .” 


Under Chapter 523, Laws of 1977, all penalty assessments collected 
during the month will be paid to the Treasurer, State of New Hamp- 
shire no later than 15 days after the close of that month. 


In addition, all invoices should be approved by the District Judge 
before payments are made. 


Capital Projects Fund 


As described in Note 9 to the financial statements, the Town appro- 
priated $280,000 to conduct a sewer system evaluation study and to 
prepare plans and specifications on sewerage and sewerage treat- 
ment. The accounting for financial resources to be used for this pro- 
ject should be reflected in a capital projects fund. We also recom- 
mend that the Town record in a separate fixed asset record all phase I 
design and study costs already incurred and all future costs. 
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Overdraft of Appropriations 


The Municipal Budget Act requires that the Selectmen follow cer- 
tain procedures detailed in New Hampshire R.S.A. 32:10. The Town 
did not observe these procedures in connection with a $38,937 over- 
draft further described in Note 8 to the financial statements. We 
strongly urge that the Budget Committee and the Selectmen jointly 
adopt controls that will identify overdrafts on a timely basis and in- 
sure legal compliance. 


Publication Requirement 


The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that this letter be pub- 
lished in the next annual Town report. 


However, we suggest that you consider the publication of the entire 
report which includes auditor’s opinion, financial statements and 
notes to financial statements. No portion of either the auditor’s opin- 
ion, financial statements or notes to financial statements may be pub- 
lished separately. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of 
Lincoln for their assistance during the course of our audit.
